REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not fairly teach or suggest a osmotic device comprising two drug containing layers, 
i.e. a drug containing core and a firstly drug layer, are directly adjacent to each other wherein the 
drug in the first layer has a greater concentration than the drug contained in the core. 

US patent 5,681,584 (Savastano) teaches a delay jacket separating the drug containing 
core and the drug-containing layer. However, Savastano does not provide any motivation to 
remove the delay jacket, which is a critical aspect of the invention. 

US patent 6,491,949 (Faour et al) teaches an osmotic device within an osmotic device 
wherein a semipermeable layer separate the drug containing core and the drug-containing layer. 
However, Faour et al do not provide any motivation to remove the first semipermeable 
membrane (layer 6). Although Faour et al teach the presence and absence of presence or absence 
of additional membranes and coating, the semipermeable layer that separates the drug containing 
core and the drug-containing layer is a critical aspect of the invention. 
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Lastly, US patent 6,248,359 teaches a two-tablet system wherein the system has two 
separate tablets and not the instant unit dose osmotic device.
